The albumin comes* from the 
blood, being one of the blood pro- 
teins and is easily detected when 
thrown out in large amounts. The 
presence of albumin in the liquid 
waste from the kidneys is now re- 
cognized as oceurring under many 
circums & without the existence 
of any serious organic change in 
the kidneys, even though at 
time it was supposed to be positit ve 
evidence of nephritis. 

When albumin does appear it 
may be simply due to excessive 
physical exertion, such as aft é 
hard football game or wrestling 
natch.
